At the gallows Reverend 
Noyes urged, “You are a witch, con- 
fess it!” “Sir,” said Sarah, "you are a 
liar. [am no more a witch than you are 
a wizard, and if you take my life God 
will give you blood to drink.” Noyes 
actually died from a hemorrhage which 
filled his mouth with blood. This was 
a theme used by Nathaniel Hawthorne 
in his House of the Seven Gables, the 
setting of which was Salem, 

As to the pins, which were intro- 
duced as evidence at the trial, they 
were more often used by the jury to 
make tests. The accused were pricked 
‘on any part of their body that appeared 
at all abnormal. If they cried out in 
‘every instance, they were innocent. 
An insensitive spot meant the mark of 
the devil.

survived an uninterrupted fall 
of 1,000 feet . . . the second mir- 
acle of the 20th Century. Your 
election was No. 1.” 

The President had received 
Hendrix before, in 1945. On that 
occasion the President bestowed 
on Hendrix a Medal of Honor for 
capturing two gun crews, silenc- 
ing two machine guns and rescu- 
ing three wounded men under 
heavy fire in the Battle of the 
Bulge. Hendrix and his parents 
had been in the newspapers just 
the day before: a Washington 
hotel had refused to serve them 
dinner on the ground that the 
hero’s father wasn’t wearing a 
necktie or jacket. 

The elder Hendrix survived 
this treatment as unscarred as 
his freckle-facedson seems tosur- 
vive almost every blow from man 
and nature. The son has had bul- 
lets through his helmet, his jack- 
et, his sleeve, his shoe. He has hit 
anauto with amotorcycle. Hehas 
hit a truck at 60 mph in a jeep. 
And last month he hit the ground 
from 1,000 feet straight up. This 
is approximately the altitude of 
the Chrysler Building in Man- 
hattan. 

Hendrix never lost conscious- 
ness. He was probably traveling 
30 mph when he hit. (His para- 
chutes, though collapsed, did cre- 
ate somewhat of a drag. If he had 
dropped in a vacuum, his the- 
oretical speed at contact with 
the ground would have been 172 
mph. Such variables as the wind, 
hisownshapeand his movements 
in the air would help determine 
his speed outside a vacuum, but 
it would have been possible for 
him to attain 120.) He broke no 
the hospital 
he ran around his bed three times 
to prove to his wife that every- 
thing was really all right. The 
doctors examined him and exam- 
ined him, and finally let him go. 


When Hendrix jumped with 
the other paratroopers from his 
plane, a “Flying Boxcar,” over 
Fort Benning, he carried full field 
equipment. He weighs about 140 
pounds. His equipment weighed 
about 45 pounds. The morning 
was warm and clear and nearly 
windless. 

“T got off okay,” related Hen- 
drix, “but the prop blast turned 
me over horizontal with my head 
pointing toward the tail of the 
plane. When the main “chute 
ripped open, the lines caught in 
the buckle of my boot. I reached 
up to untangle the lines. The 
*chute collapsed. I began to fall 
like a rock. I heard one of the in- 
structors on the ground yelling 
through the amplifying system,

PRESIDENT TRUMAN 


SENATOR VANDENBERG

plied it. Let ail good Americans salute Senator 
Arthur Vandenberg. 


VICE PRESIDENT BARKLEY

Call us heels if you but we are nevertheless 
constrained to remind the Vice President that 
there are limits even to his fun. Itis not amusing 
when the Vice President of the U.S. (echoing 
his President, to be sure) plays around with re- 
marks like the following, “Will those people 
who see in every tree frog a roaring lion, and 


in every angleworm a spreading adder, please _ 


rise and tell us what is statism!” Statism, dear 
Veep, is the supremacy of the state over the in- 
dividual; itis also the arrogant inanity of public 
officials who deny the meanings of their own 
policies and acts. We recommend to the Vice 
President a cozy evening with Mrs. Hadley, 
reading a good dictionary. 
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This week we are minded to say a few 
words about (and at) the two senior states- 
men of the Democratic party and the two 
Republicans whom we regard as the G.0.P.’s 
finest. 

Our first subject is President Truman and, 
believe it or not, the Sermon on the Mount. 
This peculiar conjunction is the work of Mr. 
Truman himself, who has said twice in re- 
cent weeks that his foreign policy and his po- 
litical philosophy are derived from the divine 
fifth, sixth and seventh chapters of the Gos- 
pel according to St. Matthew. The President 
identified his foreign policy with the Sermon 
on the Mount in a little talk he had not long 
ago with a party of Anglican bishops from 
Britain. Mr. Truman made his claim public 
and inclusive on Sept. 29 in Kansas City 
at a party dinner which, as the pictures on 
pages 170 to 173 show, was not exactly a hol 
occasion. At that dinner the President said, 
"My political philosophy is based on the 
Sermon on the Mount.” 

Now this is either a serious statement or 
a piece of graceless frivolity. No doubt Mr. 
Truman, a Missouri Baptist with a simple 
reverence for his God and his Bible, intended 
it to be taken seriously. But in what respect? 
‘The President's foreign policy hardly in- 
structs the U.S. to love its enemies. His do- 
mestic welfare policies might be said to Con- 
sider the lilies of the field, how they grow; 
they toil not, neither do they spin. But Mr. 


Truman would be the last to say to the work- 
ers and farmers in his following, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall eat, or 
what ye shall drink; nor yet for your body, 
what Ye shall put on. In proclaiming his Fair 
Deal he cannot say with Christ, When thou 
doest thine alms, do not sound a trumpet 
before thee, as the hypocrites do in the syna- 
gogues and in the streets, that they may 
have glory of men. Perhaps in this age of 
stupendous imperfection there will arise a 
prophet to lead men to the perfection of the 
Sermon on the Mount, a humble master of 
whom it may be said, For he taught them 
as one having authority, and not as the 
scribes, The prophet is not Mr. Truman, who 
will do well to await that other’s coming. 

At the Kansas City dinner the President 
had the grace to say of the Sermon on the 
Mount, “It is the hardest thing in the world 
for any man to live up to. If you haven’t 
read it lately I would advise you to go home 
tonight and read it. It will do you a lot of 
good.” Indeed it will, Mr. President. The 
22nd and 23rd verses of the seventh chapter 
are especially commended: 

Many will say to me in that day, Lord, 
Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name? 
and in thy name have cast out devils? and 
in thy name done many wonderful works? 

And then I will profess unto them, I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye that work 
iniquity. 


SENATOR TAFT | 


Lire readers know that we admire Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio. He is conducting a hot 
and early campaign for re-election next year, 
and we hope he wins. His defeat would be a 
catastrophe for the country and for the Re- 
publican party. Indeed we can imagine only 
one greater disaster for the party: a Taft vic- 
tory in circumstances which would tag hi 
and the G.O.P. with the fatal label “isolation- 
ist.” Whether Bob Taft knows it or not—and 
he ought to know it—he is getting himself 
tagged here and there with just that label. 
Only a few days ago the columning brothers 
Joseph and Stewart Alsop informed their 
readers that Taft is waging “an out-and-out 
isolationist campaign,” and our own man 
traveling with him reports that at times “he 
sounds like Bertie McCormick.” 

Our man puts a heavy accent on the word 
sounds. Senator Taft is not an isolationist. 
As he has said, “Isolationism can hardly be 
charged against anyone like myself who fa- 
vors a warning to the U.S.S.R. that if they 
attack Western Europe we will be in the war 
against them.” In his reasoned statements 
he makes it clear that when he opposes this 
or that item of foreign policy, he does so be- 
cause he believes it won't work, not because 
“it’s none of our business.” The one impor- 
tant exception is his position against the re- 
ciprocal trade program, which he opposes for 
all the wrong reasons. It is a regrettable de- 
fect, and we can only hope that some day he 
changes his mind and his vote on this issue. 


However, his over-all attitude is better re- 
flected in his stand on the political and mili- 
tary aspects of foreign policy. For instance, 
when he came out against the Atlantic Pact 
he said that he would have voted for it if it 
were not tied to an arms-assistance program. 
‘And he opposed the arms program because 
he thought it would “do far more to bring 
about a third world war than it will ever do 
to maintain the peace of the world.” 

Now that argument may be mistaken (as 
we think), but it is not an isolationist’s argu- 
ment. No isolationist would say, as Taft did, 
“T believe the Atlantic Pact by itself to be a 
deterrent to Russian aggression, and I be- 
lieve even more strongly that the all-power- 
ful American Air Force equipped with the 
atomic bomb is 10 times the deterrent of the 
whole Military Assistance Program.” Trou- 
ble is, Senator Taft does not take enough 
care or use the right words when he discusses 
these matters at his campaign stops. He is 
prone to say, as he did during a quick speech 
at Troy, Ohio, “We have reached the limit to 
which we can go in helping other nations. We 
ought to increase our Air Force before arm- 
ing Western Europe.” There he does sound 
like Bertie; there he does tag himself. In the 
same speeches he makes an eloquent, round- 
ed argument against the superstate of un- 
limited welfarism, in terms which nobody 
could misunderstand. Let him give a little 
more care to his words (and perhaps to some 
of his votes) on world affairs.

They feel it patriotic duty to defy civilian curbs 


The Navy, Henry L, Stimson said in his memoirs, goes about its business in

for what they considered the Navy's very existence. 

Since World War II the Navy had suffered one defeat after another. It had 
lost its fight against the first unification bill, Its supercarrier had been scrapped. 
It had seen the Air Force’s B-36 made the keystone of U.S. defense. 

Each time the Navy seemed to lodge its sea boots firmly in its mouth, Big- 
gest blunder of all was an “anonymous document” charging corruption in B-36 
procurement, When a congressional committee made Navy Under Secretary 
Cedric Worth admit that 1) he had written it, 2) its charges were baseless, the 
Navy seemed sunk. But admirals like Arthur Radford and Gerald Bogan and 
aviators like Captain John Crommelin remembered how Captain Lawrence, 
even in defeat, died saying “Don’t give up the ship!” 

The Navy's new Secretary, Francis P. Matthews, had ordered all comments 
channeled through his offi Admiral Bogan wrote a sizzling letter saying, 
"Tt would be sheer balderdash to assume that there has been anything approach- 
ing [unification] among the Secretariat, the Joint Staff or the high command of 
all three services.” Admiral Radford and Navy chief Louis Denfield agreed. The

‘They leapt eagerly to their stations. In testimony which both Secretary Mat- 
thews and Admiral Denfeld had sought to keep under wraps, Admiral Radford 
called the B-36 “a billion-dollar blunder,” bluntly contradicted Air Force claims 
that the big bomber could successfully strike deep into enemy territory with- 
out fighter escort, And the comforting theory of civilian air enthusiasts that an 
atomic blitz would quickly force an enemy to his knees was, said Radford, “a 
fallacious concept.” A fundamental disagreement on strategy, he concluded, 
has been at the root of our principal troubles in unification. 
It was clear the admirals were so alarmed they felt it their patriotic duty to 
flaunt the constitutional authority of their civilian bosses. Radford did make 
some converts. Secretary Matthews came out against cutting of naval avia- 
tion, and Committee Chairman Carl Vinson, no Navy hater, accused economy 
minded Louis Johnson’s Department of Defense of cutting down naval a 
tion out of all proportion to other branches. Then he claimed there were Penta- 
gon plans to reduce the Navy to convoying troops and fighting submarines, 
The issues were now more than just an Air Force-Navy squabble, The whole 
defense structure of the U.S. was badly shaken and unification seemed, for the 
time being, to have failed. But the day of rumors and secret meetings was pa 
ing, and the issues were coming out into the open. In this healthier atmosphere 
the chances for achieving a real solution were getting better. This, however, 
was not good enough. In a world of two Bombs real unification was imperative.

BREATHING BY ELECTRICITY 


New respirator helps save a young polio victim 


Last July, at the height of this year’s record polio epidemic, a 9-year-old 
boy named Bruce Plater was brought to The Children’s Hospital in Boston, 
desperately ill with bulbar poliomyelitis—the most dangerous form of infan- 
tile paralysis. The respiratory centers of his brain were affected. His doctors 
knew that unless he could be helped to breathe he would die. An iron lung 
was available, but in this case it might have been useless or even harmful, 
for its rhythmic pumping action might conflict with the child’s own erratic 
breathing. For this reason the hospital staff decided to try a completely new 
kind of an electronic device which could produce normal breath- 
ing by directly stimulating the phrenic nerve, which leads from the brain to 
the diaphragm, They pressed a small electrode against the boy's neck and 
turned on a minute and carefully controlled electric current. Immediately 
Bruce’s gasping ceased and his breathing became deep and even (above). For 
three days and nights the doctors kept the electrode in place. Then Bruce was 

» breathe by himself. Last month, almost fully recovered (right), hewas 
strong enough to walk beside his mother along the hospital corridor. 

The device that helped to sa lectrophrenic Res- 
pirator, was developed by D: L. Whittenberger 
and Esther Hardenberg at Har’ hool of Public Health, the institu- 
tion that produced the iron lung 20 years ago. Smaller and simpler than other 
respirators, it consists only of an electrode and a compact control box which 
regulates the electric pulses which cause the rhythmic contraction of thedia- 
yhragm (next page). Though it will not replace the iron lung, the new ma- 
hine has advantages of its own. It can be used to maintain breathing during 
brain surgery. It may help newborn babies take their first breath. But per- 
haps its broadest application, once it is in commercial production, will be in 
emergency cases. Light enough to be carried to the scene of an accident, it 
may be used to resuscitate victims of drowning, asphyxia and electrocution.

WYNN TAKES ON TV 


His routines seem as funny as ever on new show 


Last month Hollywood, where home-grown TV programs have long 
ranged from mediocre to terrible, seemed to have a hit. It was a pro- 
fessional, Broadway-like job put on by oldtime comedian Ed Wynn 
who, at 63, was making his television debut, It was also Hollywood's 
first attempt to market a big TV show over a national hookup (CBS- 
TV; Thursday nights). Each show is kinescoped (filmed and sound- 
tracked) and re-telecast from stations in the rest of the country. Like 
most Wynn shows, this one is almost all Wynn.

men of Seventh Avenue. As Carmel Snow of Harper’s Bazaar has 

said, ‘His clothes have ideas and flair. He makes you look young, 
he makes you look American and he makes 
‘ou look like you have sex appeal—and be- 
lieve me, that’s important.” 

The creator of this magic combination is 
a faunlike young man with blond wavy hair, 
large and candid hazel eyes, a 28-inch waist 
ellen almiogt unfailingly happy disposi- 
tion. He laughs a great deal, hoth at his own 
jokes and at others’, with a hearty quality 
that would make him as popular at an Elks 
convention as he already is among lady Elks. 
He has an extraordinary amount of vitality 
and, in spite of a schedule that nets him an 
average of only six hours’ sleep a night, al- 
ways appears alert, quick, gay and enthusi 
astic. An atmosphere of glitter, chic and per- 
fumed excitement permeates both his per- 
sonal and business affairs. He loves parties and is one of the most 
indefatigable hosts in Paris, with a champagne bill of some $3,000 
a year. ‘The opening of one of his “collections” resembles both a 
Hollywood premiere and a first night at the Metropolitan Opera, 
with celebrities from society and cafe society 
in equal abundance. “Getting into one of 
them without knowing Jacques,” as one 
fashion editor has remarked, “‘is like getting 
into Heaven without permission from St. 
Peter, and a lot more important to the peo- 
ple who go.” As he moves about his large 
establishment on the Avenue Pierre Pre- 
mier-de-Serbie, greeting his customers, giv- 
ing instructions to his staff, pausing here and 
there to make a mot or kiss a hand, it is plain 
that he is delighted with his success, himself 
and the world as he finds it. 

Fashion in its various forms is one of the 
chief industries of France and is the third 
biggest in the value of its exports. That fact, 
in an era of Marshall aid and dollar short- 
ages, makes Fath a figure of consequence by any standard. His 
emergence in Paris, which might be thought of as the Detroit of 
fashion, could be matched in the U.S. only by the emergence of a 
new company to rival General Motors, Ford and Chrysler. Except 
for the amount of capital involved, the analogy is not, in fact, far-

ufacturing and selling and is subject to treacherous shifts in public 
taste. Fath’s rise to be a sort of dauphin, or heir apparent, to Dior’s 
throne as ruler of fashion, is thus a genuine 
business triumph. . 

Aside from several kinds of talent, success 
in fashion requires a good deal of luck and, 
if possible, a running start. Fath, who was 
born in 1912, wasted little time. As a very 
small boy he liked to invent costumes for 
himself and dress up in them. Friends re- 
member that always he was fascinated by 
colors, materials and designs. By the time he 
was 12 he had become a nuisance to his older 
sister and her friends, whose costumes often 
irritated him by what he considered a lack 
of proper chic. He can recall no other ambi- 
tion than to be a couturier. 

His parents, however, were very much 
against the idea. His father, descended from 
hardheaded Alsatian and Flemish stock, was an insurance broker 
and hoped that Jacques would come into his business. His mother, 
‘abb is hall Engliah, waa even more opposed ta his umbitien, for sho 
felt that the couture was not a proper profession for a man. Luckily, 
as it turned out, the parental views prevailed 
for a time. Young Jacques was sent to the 
Commercial Institute at Vincennes, in the 
outskirts of Paris. There, in addition to the 
usual elementary subjects, he learned book- 
keeping, business law and other things of a 

ractical sort. When he was 18 his father got 
Fim ajebasalockKseper atthe Parts Bourse, 
where he stayed two years. After a while he 
learned enough of the buying and selling of 
stocks and commodities t at he was trusted 
to fill in for one of the brokers. This education 
and experience combined to give him a head 
for business, which couturiers ordinarily 
lack, and a sharp sense of timing, a quality 
valuable to anyone who wants to set styles. 

Useful as these years were to prove, they 
seemed to him then only a waste of time, for his heart was off among 
the taffetas. After his year of compulsory military service he decided 
to follow it there, and he began to educate himself in the crafts of 
fashion. In the main this process consisted simply of reading books,

Certainly Fath, however, was no more tainted in this 
respect than most of the couturiers and, if only because of his small 
utation, was less involved than the famous houses, nearly all 
of which stayed open and did a thriving business with the Germans. 
Fath sold practically nothing to German customers, for very few 
of them came to his salon. But his business grew a great deal during 
the occupation, and most of the customers, as he says frankly, 
were people who were becoming newly rich through collaborating, 
black marketing and other shady trades born of the occupation. 
As a result, by the time of the liberation he had himself become 
moderately rich and owner of a sumptuous home on the Cours Al- 
bert I, overlooking the Seine, where he still lives.

The bonds of both personal pub- 
licity and social intercourse were 
loosened during the ’20s and ’30s— 
especially by Elsa Schiaparelli, who 
became a fixture of international 
society—but nothing like Fath’s 
whirlwind success in public rela- 
tions had ever been seen in France.

featured in a movie (Scandal on the 
IN 1946 this was Fath’s notion of Champs-Elysées) as adress designer. 
what would appeal to U.S. women, Meantime, also, the spirit of his 

designs was changing. His early col- 
lections had been eccentric and in some instances even rather vul- 
gar. The reason, Fath says, was pure ignorance on his part. Like the 
rest of the couture, he was trying to attract American customers. 
He had never been to the U.S. and hence formed his judgment of 
American clothes by what he saw in the movies. In March of 1948 
he visited this country and was astonished to find that American 
women do not, by and large, dress like Lana Turner. The “wearable- 
ness” of his clothes dates from that discovery.

ASH luck was on his side. While he was preparing his fall col- 
lection (there are four a year, in February, April, August and 
November), Joseph Halpert, far off in New York, was wondering 
what to do. For 30 years Halpert had been manufacturing best- 
quality ladies’ ready-to-wear on New York’s Seventh Avenue. A 
few years ago, however, he lost his best designer and his business 
began to ae One day he went around to see Leen Shaver, 
head of Lord & Taylor, to ask why her buyers avoided his show- 
rooms. “Joe,” she said, “your clothes just don’t have any style.” 
He promised to try harder, and she promised to look at his next col- 
lection, for she liked his fine workmanship as much as she disliked 
his ideas, but there was no improvement. 

‘That August, Halpert was in Paris, and through Lord & Taylor’s 
representatives it was arranged for him to meet Fath and Gene- 
viéve. An industrial romance bloomed on the spot, with the out- 
come that Fath agreed to do two special American collections a year, 
spring and fall, which Halpert would manufacture and Lord & Tay- 
lor would take the lead in merchan- 
dising, In short order a whole com- 
bine of other high-style outlets was 

ut together, including Neiman. 
Wrareus ini Delise, I. Magnin onthe 
West Coast and ranging down to 
Gus Blass, the favorite of smart 
women in Little Rock, Ark. Fath, 
to his delight, found himself caught 
up in the giant embrace of Ameri- 
can business. His first collection for 
Halpert last spring was a success. 
And so at last, roundly and solidly, 
was he. His name began to become 
widely familiar, due partly to the 
advertising build-up he received 
from the stores but helped consid- 
erably by the personal charm he 
and Genevieve shed as they toured 
the country. As interpreted by one of the leading publicity experts 
of the Paris couture, ‘Dior had been there the year before and was 
the absolute lion of New York. So how could Fath trump Dior’s 
ace? By turning up with a beautiful wife. It was a terrific idea, an 
absolute coup.” 

Besides the substantial amount he will take in this year from Hal-

pert and from other U.S. firms that manufacture gloves, hats and 
costume jewelry from his designs, Fath has had a phenomenal in- 
crease in the French end of his Kasinosas In the year and a half since 
his first visit to the U.S., the receipts of his Paris salon haye quad- 
rupled. For 1949 they are expected to be about 270 million francs 
(roughly $770,000), of which some 80% will come from American 
customers—mainly buyers from the big American dress manufac- 
turers and stores but including many wealthy private clients such 
as Lily Pons, Rita Hayworth, Mrs. Thompson Biddle and Mrs. Vin- 
cent Astor. The existence of the special Fath-Halpert collection has 
little or no effect on sales from the Paris collection to these people, 
for the two lines complement rather than compete with each oth- 
colle, Americar calleinnd ee comparatively small—about 40 
dresses in each—and are designed for quantity production and 
priced for upper-middle-class customers. The rich woman of high 
fashion looking for a unique design, hand-worked in the best ma- 
terials, or a store buyer wanting the same dress to sell, reproduce 
or use as a source of ideas in creating other dresses, must still depend 
on the Paris collection and pay Paris prices. These are very high, 
ranging from $200 for a beach dress to around $800 for evening 
dresses. Store buyers and wholesalers pay about 50% more than 
these private customer prices since they are getting not merely the 
dress bat the right to run off copies of it in their own workrooms, 
Such figures explain why it is that nearly all the big Paris couturiers 
depend on the U.S. for the bulk of their income. Because of currency 
exchange restrictions there are only a few other countries whose na- 
tives can buy such expensive clothes, even if they are rich enough 
to afford them. : 

Fath’s prices are nevertheless no more than those charged by 
most other important couturiers. They are somewhat less, in fact, 
than those of Dior, whose clothes need more labor because of their 
more intricate design, and seem almost modest by comparison with 
those of Balenciaga, the other currently most respected couturier, 
who uses a great many rare and precious materials. Yet, high as they 
are, they are no higher than necessity makes them. Last year, for 
example, outlays were as follows: salaries for his 500 employes and 
general expenses took about 47% of total income, and materials an- 
other 17%. The pervasive and complex French system of social se- 
curity taxes, sales taxes and profits taxes took 25% of total income, 
leaving only 11% as net profit on the Paris end of the business. 

Fath has been back to the U.S. twice since his first visit and is 
currently here again. With characteristic verve, he arrived in New 
York by plane on Sept. 2, saw Halpert and a few other friends, and 
11 hours later took another plane to Dallas, where he got a Neiman-

Pausing long enough to take in seven parties, he flew back to New 
York to begin a round of engagements hates if lact woek hadi taken 
him to El Morocco five times, to 14 business lunches, 17 dinners and 
23 cocktail parties, most of them given in his honor. Fath loves New 
York and finds himself exhilarated by it to a degree dangerous to 
his health and that of those around him. He admires American wom- 
en also but thinks they have a banal color sense and wishes they 
would pay more attention to details, such as keeping the hemlines 
on their dresses shorter than the hemlines on their coats. A French 
girl. he points out, would always take the trouble to correct such a 
fault. He is particularly aggrieved about this because he thinks that 
American women have by far the best legs in the world and should 
Sa them to maximum advantage. 
fath’s enthusiasm for American legs is a contributing factor in 

the present rapid rise of the hemline. It would have risen in any case, 
since the Dior Look left it no place to go but up. The point has been 
made well by James Laver, scliclae of fashion and a curator of Lon- 
don’s Victoria and Albert Museum, in his Taste and Fashion: “ . 
The female body consists of a series of sterilized zones, which are 
those exposed by the fashion which ie just going out, and an eroge- 
nous zone, which will be the point of interest for the fashion which is 
just coming in. This erogenous zone is always shifting, and it is the 
business of fashion to pursue it without ever actually catching it up. 
It is obvious that if you really catch it up you are immediately ar- 
rested for indecent exposure. If you almost catch it up you are cele- 
brated as a leader of fashion.” 


How much can a woman buy? 


ATH, with his interests both in legs and in the American mar- 
ket, has been a leader in moving the zone away from the hips 

and bosom toward the legs, and he intends to get the hemline still 
higher. Within a year or two it will be just below the knee, he pre- 
dicts, and there it probably will stay for several years. With it, he 
believes, will come short hair, small hats and trim figures, with the

She not only has a large per- 
sonal wardrobe of dresses Fath has created for her but borrows heav- 
ily out of his collections, with his full approval. Since she has unlim- 
ited access to some of the world’s best clothes, she thus furnishes an 
answer to a question that has perplexed many husbands: if a woman 
were given her head, at what point would her appetite for pretty 
clothes be satisfied? The total comes out to be some 65 suits, coats 
and dresses over the period of a year, worth at Fath’s prices about 
$20,000. The cost naturally is a good deal less to Fath, since the bor- 
rowed items go back into the collections and eventually are sold— 
although at reduced prices—at the end-of-season clearance sales.

UST before dawn on the morning of May 
J an army of stern young peasants, their 

mustard-green uniforms dulled with dust 
and their eyes bloodshot with fatigue, padded 
quietly into fabulous, sinful Shanghai. After 
35 days of battle they had brought into the So- 
viet orbit the largest city in China, the fourth 
largest in the world and the greatest metrop- 
olis ever to come under Communist rule, 

In the months since that somber May morn- 
ing the Chinese Red army has extended its con- 
quests southward some 750 miles and the top 
Teaders of China’s Nationalist government 
have been driven into shaky refuge at Canton 
and on Formosa. The Chinese Communist p 
ty has proclaimed a People’s Republic of China 
at Peiping in the same golden-roofed temples 
where the Manchus reigned, and Moscow has 
welcomed its Chinese stepchild into the family 
of Russian satellites with full diplomatic ges- 
tures and gloating Marxian prose. 

In those same months thousands of Western- 
ers in Shanghai saw Communism in command 
for the first time. Late in September 1,200 of 
them who had seen enough were our fellow pas- 
sengers on the American liner S.S. General Gor- 
don as it eased down the muddy Whangpoo 
River toward the broader Yangtze and the open 
sea. Having lived through Shanghai's di 
trous postwar inflation and then through four 
months of Communism, most of us were glad 
to he going away. On deck a British passenger, 
one éf thoserwtiolliad known and loved Shang- 
hai as “the wickedest city on earth,” mumbled 
his feelings about the trying months just past: 
“A nightmare of morality,” he said. 

It was this striking incorruptibility of the 
Communists—a trait which they brought to 
Shanghai in actions as visible as the propagan- 
da posters of their leaders—that gave the vast 
city its first favorable impression of the con- 
querors in red-starred caps. 

For decades the Chinese themselves have 
had a saying that whoever drinks the yellow 
waters of the Whangpoo is forever corrupted. 
A few weeks before the Communists arrived, 
ashrewd Chinese, the comprador of a foreign oil 
company, had laughed contemptuously. “Let 
them come,” he said. “The Communists can’t 
change Shanghai. Shanghai is plenty tough.” 

But the curious new morality began to show 
itself immediately. Shanghai produced coun- 
terfeit Communist money within half a day of 
the Reds’ arrival, then listened with aston: 
ment while the earnest country boys explained 
that their soldiers’ pay was meager but they

By August, Shanghai began to take on a sick 
and ghostlike look. The great private hotels stood 
nearly vacant. Automobiles disappeared from 


the streets by thousands be sline cost 
the equivalent of $3 a gallon ($2 of it tax); out of 
17,000 cars in the city, more than 9,000 went 


into storage. 


Reform for singsong girls 


HE lives of many Chinese were uprooted. 

Immediately distressed were the city’s sing- 
song girls, whose reformation became a matter 
of daily concern to the local press in reports such 
: “Yesterday 108 dancing partners [sing- 
song girls] gave up their licenses and changed 
their profession. ... Many of these girls returned 
to their native homes, and it was learned that 
one is selling goods on the street.” 

Small craftsmen who had produced for the 
lush foreign trade also suffered jonizing po- 
litical workers visited jewelry, lingerie and curio 
shops to talk about what constituted a “proper” 
business. Perfume makers turned to the manu- 
facture of soap. Producers of foreign-style lin- 
gerie stocked up on towels, razor blades and bed- 
spreads. Monks in Buddhist temples pooled re- 
sources to buy equipment for knitting socks in 
the fashionable new color—Yenan green, named 
for the wartime Communist capital. 

By this time Shanghai heard wishful rumors 
that the Generalissimo would return and that 
the Red army had fallen into military disaster in 
the South. Anti-Communist feeling grew and ex- 
pressed itself in tricks and jokes. By folding a 
sheet of paper and making deft cuts with scissors, 
literate people found they could shape pic 
into Chinese ideographs which meant “Mao is 
dead.” The same pieces of paper formed ideo- 
graphs for “Chiang will return to Peiping.” An 
elevator operator in a large apartment house 
hopefully asked foreign passengers every morn- 
ing, “When will Chiang return?” A green-uni- 
formed mailman confided, “Eleven out of every 
10 Chinese are against the Communists.” Then 
he added, “The 11th is the one yet to be born.” 

To stop such talk and sweeten the bitter tea 
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of the new austerity, the Communists in mid- 
August threw a tremendous public party. For five 
days in Fu Shing Park smiling movie actresses 
signed autographs for perspiring workers and 
small tradesmen. In the best county-fair fashion, 
booths were operated where workers could “hit” 
effigies of the men the Reds hated most—the 
Gimo, T. V. Soong, H. H. Kung, Chen Li-fu. 
Down the midway they happily shot round after 
round at toy replicas of the planes that raided 
the city. At night the new mixed with the old; 
on open-air stages Red dramatists sang Commu- 
nist songs, danced and played traditional Chi- 
nese operas. 

The party was a great morale booster. Every- 
body had a good time. And the party also marked 
another change in the mercurial aititude of the 
non-Communist millions in Shanghai toward 
their new masters. Initially the extreme correct- 
ness of Communist troops won sincere admira- 
tion, but the pendulum had swung away from 
the Red regime as economic depression came to 
the city. Now it seemed that the ordinary people 
stoically accepted the Communis fait ac- 
compli. The old rumors about Chiang pek’s 
return faded. The Communists had proved that 

ey could hold the price line far better than their 
predece: , even though the rice they pumped 
into Shanghai markets to stabilize prices took a 
heavy toll of the normal food supply of the coun- 
le. Communist newspapers did not conceal 
the unrest of an impoverished and heavily taxed 
peasantry, whose rice Shanghai was eating. 
the end of four months the Shanghailanders re- 
maining most bitterly anti-Communist were 
those who had suffered or feared they would suf- 
fer new economic losses. 


On toward a new social order 


HE self-censored Shanghai press_masochis- 
ally recorded other changes. “During the 
past three months,” reported one newspaper, 
“more than 800 restaurants have closed down, 
including several well-known ones. . . . There 
are few customers to order ‘big’ dinner: The 
change at the local hotels also is remarkable. The 
city has 36 large hotels and more than 300 small 
ones, and before the liberation practically no 
vacancy could be found . . . at present all are 
empty and are giving a 30% discount on their 
room rent but still can attract few customers, 
. . . Tea houses are now also gradually vanish- 
ing. . .. Scores of cinema houses are also under- 
going difficult times. . . . Bars, coffce rooms and 
other public places are closing down one after 
another. Shanghai is changing and under the 
new Shanghai there will be a new social order.” 

The old order has been held up admirably 
by foreigners, despite their troubles. Liquor is 
abundant and Shanghai foreigners still throw in- 
numerable cocktail parties to forget their cares 
—although a good English gin costs $12 a bot- 
tle. The only change in the foreigners’ clubs is 
that membership has been reduced. All sum- 
mer Americans played baseball at the Columbia 
club, which still pursues a policy of “no Chinese 
allowed—either as members or guests.” There 
was dancing nightly on the French club veran- 
da, and at the British Country Club bridge was 
played from 9 a.m. until curfew. Because of loss 
of membership the French club now permits 
more Chinese than it formerly did. But wealthy 
Chinese avoid showing affluence now and in fact 
disguise it by such devices as traveling second- 
class on trains to Hangchow or Nanking, “The 
only ones who travel first-class now,” said one 
merchant, “are the Communists.”

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One of the much-feared devices of Communist social order, the 
People’s Court, was not established in Shanghai until late in’ Au- 
gust. Few cases have so far appeared on its docket and the only 
death sentence was given in a clean-cut murder case. Yet after three 
months it was clear that in Shanghai there remained some deep- 
seated resistance to the new masters, who laid it to the work of 
“Kuomintang agents.” The mustard green of the Communists had 
replaced the Nationalist khaki at the city’s many well-policed 
street intersections. The garrison force of soldiers was not substan- 
tially reduced, Particularly late at night Communist sentries now 
took care to keep their backs against a wall. 

The man who opened the People’s Court was Mayor Chen Yi, 
whose administration had settled down in the municipal building 
where foreigners once administered Shanghai as an international 
settlement. The mayor himself joined his ‘fellow workers at “aus- 
terity meals” out of the “big cauldron,” and he shut down elevators 
and electric fans, ordered garbage scrutinized for waste. 

Newspapers, anxious to please, found the new mayor colorful 
copy. Fondly they reported that Chen Yi invariably arrived at 
meetings “properly dressed,” but that within half an hour, “sweat- 
ing on his head,” he tossed aside his military cap, unbuttoned his 
collar and rolled up his sleev 

Freely though Chen Yi appeared at public meetings, his private 
life remained as mysterious as when he was chased out of Shanghai 
as a Communist underground agent some 20 years before. The lo- 
cation of his changing residences was a matter of avid but unsatis- 
factory speculation, and gossip flourished about his private life. 
Several years ago, it was said, Mao Tse-tung had promised to re- 
ward Chen Yi with an extra dish for his table for each city cap- 
tured; now the table groaned under nearly 30 dishes for every meal, 
Other rumors said that Chen Yi was in love with an opera star and 
in a vain moment had ordered six foreign-style suits. No less than 
seven concubines were said to be established in his F rench Conces- 
sion house. Chen Yi himself acknowledged the ence of the 
rumors at a meeting with industrialists: “Nonsense,” he growled. 


Homes on tree-lined streets 


HE military and political bigwigs of the new regime took over 

the mansions of departed Kuomintang officials and “bure: 
cratic capitalists.” Gate guards armed with bayoneted rifles, stand 
ing at frequent intervals along the tree-lined streets of the old 
French Concession, now marked the homes « Shanghai's new 
rulers. After the lean years in China’s bleak northwest the con- 
querors had struck it rich. Still, most of them do not squander; 
lower-ranking Communist political workers and soldiers general. 
ly shun pedicabs and rickshas—along with students and certain 
ranks of workers they get preferential rates on buses and trams. 

The Christian mission colleges are adjusting to the new regime. 
Their curricula are unchanged except for the elimination of old 
civies courses and compulsory addition of courses on the “new de- 
mocracy.” By order of the city government, relig’on courses are 
no longer compulsory. Colleges are now governed by committees 
comprising representatives of faculty, students and workers. One 
possible advantage of this plan is that missionaries are thus re- 
lieved of the administrative headaches of the new era. 

A flurry in the press over elimination of English as the first lan- 
guage at St. John’s University was ended by Mayor Chen Yi. Ata 
mass meeting of cultural and educational workers, he termed Eng- 
lish “one of the most important languages in the world today” and 
declared that in order for China’s leaders to exert influence in the 
world some should be familiar with the English language. 

The British cathedral and American Community Church are 
holding services. But the Shanghai American School (elementary 
and high school) decided at summer's end to shut down. Its chief 
problem was a new land tax. Formerly tax-free, the school found 
itself with a staggering bill of $76,000 for current and back taxes. 
Even when the Communists reduced it to a tenth of that amount 
the executive board stuck to its decision. 

One American import, movies, faced extinction in September, 
when the Communist press complained that Hollywood's "poisor 
ous” product was “doping Chinese audiences with sex and legs. 
Shanghai moviegoers reacted by flocking to American movies for 
a last look. Another American export, news from U.S. agencies, 
was banned in August and today no correspondent from a coun- 
try “without diplomatic relations” can send news cables. The 
Russian head of Tass news agency recently set up in the new Red 
capital at Peiping the only foreign news bureau allowed there.

are not broken; it is still permissible for Chinese to speak to foreign 
friends, and many speak angry minds about the Communists. The 
Communists themselves are establishing a cautious contact with 
foreign businessmen. For the Communist lower echelons, visiting 
foreigners is “breaking discipline,” but high-ranking Reds care- 
fully arrange appointments in foreigners’ apartments and in pri- 
vate rooms of restaurants. Usually relations are conducted through 
non-Communist Chinese intermediaries. In one instance the Com- 
munists closed one restaurant “for repairs” for a whole day to in- 
sure privacy when meeting with one American businessman. 

When businessmen get down to trading with the Communists 
now, they find that luxury imports are forbidden and that cotton, 
railroad rails, machinery, fuel oil have highest priority. Some 3,000 
foreign and Chinese export-import firms have been approved by the 
Communist foreign-trade bureau. The Communists have U.S. dol- 
lars which they will pay out for the goods they want. Foreign trad- 
ers expect the Communists will develop huge government foreign- 
trade monopolies on the Soviet pattern, which is already operating 
in inland trade. In the East China area alone, covering four prov- 
inces, 26 state trading companies have been organized.

A bitter winter lies ahead 


‘0 one who has been a spectator during this period of Commu- 
nism’s great Chinese triumph, it would seem fair to predict 
that the immediate future will bring profound difficulties: 

1) Shanghai faces a bitter winter. The Communist press chat- 
ters in the dark about “boosting production,” but this cannot con- 
ceal-the fact that Shanghai’s Western-built factories are producing 
at about half capacity; they cannot do more without raw materials 
such as cotton. When the Communists bravely talk about moving 
goods starved factories to China’s interior, they overlook the vital 
fact that they would need new power plants. And they would need 


'y-bred, skilled laborers and administrators; these people, though 
jobless now, do not often welcome the idea of removal to the barren, 
flood-wasted, unfamiliar plains to the north, where they are prom. 
ised a few mou of land, a water buffalo and a wooden plow while 
they wait for a chance to work again in Communist factories. 

2) Keeping populous, nonproductive Shanghai fed will throw an 
extra burden on the back of the peasantry. The nation’s farming 


millions are already plagued by heavy new taxes imposed to sup- 
pore the Communist armies that have swelled to nearly four mil- 
jion men in a few years of civil war. The Shanghai load might easily 


break the back of the Yangtze valley peasant economy and destroy 
any friendship the farmers might have now for the Reds. 

3) In Shanghai's nest of growing local troubles the Communist 
propaganda machine is assiduously trying to sell an active friend- 
ship for Soviet Russia. But such propaganda runs up against a tra- 
ditionally free-enterprising people who, moreover, are instincti 
ly anti-Russian, 

But it would be wrong to believe that the Communists do not 
recognize their problems. To meet their crisis they have several 
assets: 1) a magnificently disciplined, rigidly indoctrinated army 
and corps of political cadres; 2) leaders who have displayed zeal and 
fanatical devotion to their cause; 3) a “liberated” China free of any 
significant organized opposition and 4) the immense propaganda 
advantage of working for positive goals of reconstruction and re- 
habilitation in a land finally peaceful after 12 ravaging years of war. 


Americans who have known the hard and hybrid place called Shang. 
hai—vital, teeming, evil, fascinating, the half-caste child of two 
civilizations—one thing at least is certain. Through Shanghai's 
heart still runs much Western blood; the Communists will find it 
hard to purge it all from China’s bloodstream.

THE OUTLOOK FOR PEACE: GLOOMY 


Hollywood's barbershop rebellion began, appropriately enough, on 
the Fourth of July weekend. A loyal customer had tipped off Harry 
Drucker that an insurrection was brewing among his 10-man staff. It 
seemed incredible—but a new six-chair shop was, in fact, being pre- 
pared nine doors south on North Beverly Drive. Drucker approached 
each of his men to ask if they were seceding but was met with denials. 
He next called a meeting at which he said, “Gentlemen, when this at- 
aention was brought to me, I couldn’t believe it... I have created 
here a fine service where the customers look on you as professional be- 
ings. You are making more money than if you went into business for 
yourself.” But again, he says, he got only a “Who, us?” from his bar- 
bers. But several refused to sign contracts binding them to him for a 
year. Then Drucker demanded and got loyalty oaths of his manicurists. 
One, he says bitterly, even came up and kissed his cheek, saying,“I was 
10 years loyal to you—I'll be another 10 years loyal.” Says Drucker, 
“Being that skepticalism was injected into me, I felt it was the kiss of 
Judas.” Sure enough the manicurist took her tools a few days later and 
went over to the new Comb & Shears shop (a name suggested, per- 
haps, by the success of Hollywood's Cock’n Bull restaurant), where 
she began buffing male nails under the banner of Harry Gelbart. Pres- 
ently Gelbart, who had been Drucker’s head barber, and four other 
secessionists took an ad in The Hollywood Reporter. By that night the 
battle of the barbers was no longer a private feud—as Gelbart says, “It 
belonged to the people.” It swept into Dave Chasen’s and Mike Roma- 
nof’s restaurants and across the putting greens of the Hillcrest Country 
Club. At least 100 Drucker customers telegraphed assurances of sup- 
port, Jules Stein, head of the huge Music Corporation of America talent 
agency, cabled from France: “HAVE FAITH, PEOPLE OF PRINCIPLE WILL 
REMAIN WiTH You.” Mrs. Abe Lastvogel, wife of the local head of Wil- 
liam Morris Agency, began telephoning Drucker customers to stand 
firm. But the insurgents took a good many with them, At least one got 
into a little misunderstanding at home, For three weeks in a row he 
told his wife he was going to the barber—and then wasn’t at Drucker’s 
when she called, By the time she learned that he had switched to the 
Comb & Shears, she was ready to believe that there was another woman. 

Today the war of the barbers has littered movieland with cooled 
or broken friendships. Producer Mervyn Le Roy told an actor's agent 
in mock severity, “When you go back to Drucker’s, then you can bring 
in your client.” David Selznick could not bear to part with his barber 
when the man left Drucker, but hated to be seen walking into the Comb 
& Shears when most of his fellow producers were loyalists. He solved 
it by having the barber come to his home.
